Race Conditioning in Australia 


N this issue is published a letter from Pfe. 

Philippus D. Noordwal, a young Californian 
with a consuming interest in matters of Thor- 
oughbred breeding and racing, who appears to 
have visited as many breeding farms and race 
courses in Australia as his military duties would 

_permit. He reports on the use of divisions 

(grades) in making conditions for races in Aus- 
tralia, suggests that a similar technique might 
be applied in the United States. 

Our knowledge of foreign racing is not exten- 
sive; it is limited to what we read in the papers 
and to such enlightenment as may have come 
from occasional letters and conversations. We 
speak of it with no pretense of authority. But it 
is our impression that the “divisions” of horses in 
Australia correspond roughly with the grades in 
the United States and are used in approximately 
the same proportion. Some tracks appear to use 
them extensively, others scarcely at all. But oc- 
casionally, at the cheaper meetings, an entire 
card may be run under conditions based upon 
divisions. The fact about them which appears 
most significant to Americans is that they have 
been used for many years, and, as Private Noord- 
wal says, they “work,” even at the cheapest meet- 
ings. 

Claiming races, we believe, are not run in Aus- 
tralia. There are rules concerning selling races, 
but one turns through many pages of the Turf 
Register without seeing a selling race. The Aus- 
tralian opinion of this matter is suggested by the 
rule, “‘There shall not be more than one selling 
race per day on the flat,” but the degree to which 
they are opposed to the selling race is better indi- 
cated by the fact that they don’t even have what 
the law allows. The winner of a selling race, the 
rules provide, must be sold by auction, and any 
surplus over the selling price is distributed five- 
tenths to the meeting’s race fund, three-tenths to 
the owner of the second horse, two-tenths to the 
owner of the third. Any other horse in the race 
may be put up for auction upon application.

There is (or was—we are quoting from the 
rules as published in 1931) another rule which in- 
dicates the practice in Australia of a policy which 
we have advocated for North America: 

Not less than £1,300 per day for Saturdays and 
public holidays, and not less than £1,000 per day 
for other days shall be given for not more than six 
races (exclusive of selling races). If selling or other 
races are included in the programme, additional 
money over and above the said respective amounts 
must be provided. The prize for the winner of each 
race shall be not less than £100. 

The rule quoted applies to courses within the 
“suburban radius,” that is, within 20 miles of the 
general post office in Melbourne. The amounts 
prescribed are not of interest in this country, but 
it should be of interest that the daily minimum is 
emphasized rather than the minimum for a race. 
North American race tracks for years were accus- 
tomed to thinking in terms of the minimum purse, 
and they carried it to such extremes that it well 
nigh ruined the breeder and the owner unless he 
was too well heeled to be ruined. The recent de- 
cline of the claiming race has been accompanied, 
as it must be, by a wider and more regular dis- 
tribution of purse values, an emphasis on daily 
distribution rather than on the minimum purse. 

It is extremely important that this policy be 
developed fully and that it become so solid a part 
of American racing that it will not be abandoned 
when the present heady prosperity has passed its 
peak. 

There is still another rule in the Australian 
book to which attention should be drawn. Any 
club which has more than three days of racing a 
year must have as many races on the flat of not 
less than ten furlongs. That is, a track must 
have an average of at least one race a day at a 
distance of 1%4 miles or more. 

The American Turf has always hesitated, and 
still hesitates, to write such provisions for the 
general welfare into the rules of racing. The 
tracks should be able to inaugurate their own 
plans for improvement without rules. We cite 
the rules from another country simply as evi- 
dence that these things are important.

Horse Shortage 


HERE has been a rambling sort of argument 
going on for some years about the overpro- 
duction of horses, or the shortage of horses. The 
ideas aren’t exactly opposites. Every time a good 
race turns up with only five or six starters, some- 
one is pretty sure to draw the moral that this 
means that “overproduction” is a myth. The idea 
seems to be that if we breed 6,000 foals a year, 
and have five starters for the Arlington Handi- 
cap, we ought to breed 12,000 so the race would 
have 10 starters. And the idea seems pure piffle. 
Because as far as this bystander can see, all the 
good horses are being bred. Every first-or sec- 
ond-rate stallion already has a full or nearly full 
book for 1945, some are already booking for 1946. 
By next spring, many of the others will be full 
also, because there aren’t enough stallions in the 
top grades to care for the demand. And with 
equal certainty there are no mares with either 
racing or producing credentials that are not be- 
ing used. So if you grant the argument that 
there is a “shortage” of horses, and that produc- 
tion should be increased, how are you going to 
make the increase? Every good stallion and every 
good mare is already running to capacity. Breed- 
ing fourth-rate stallions to mares of such low 
calibre that they are not now being used will run 
up the Thoroughbred birth rate, of course, but it 
isn’t likely to produce any more classic prospects. 
It will, of course, increase the demand for stalls 
for ——- horses, of which there is no shortage 
at all. 

If an increase in production meant that instead 
of 25 or 30 foals by Bull Lea or *Sir Gallahad III 
or *Blenheim II or *Bull Dog or *Bahram or War 
Admiral or Bimelech each season, we could have 
50 or 60 it would be fine enough to talk of in- 
creasing producing. If Lady Lark or Miss Bunt- 
ing or *Penicuik II or Hug Again could be per- 
suaded to turn out three or four foals a year in- 
stead of one, it would be very good for the breed. 
But there seem to be practical difficulties in the 
way. 

As far as I know, the bitterest foe of overpro- 
duction never argued that there were too many 
good horses. The argument is just that there 
are, frequently, too many horses, and that in- 
creased production, since it must come from the 
the bottom, means just more horses. Probably, 
for $1,000,000 or so, we could dig up 20 or so 
stallions from England or Australia or South 
America with sufficient class to make them good 
stud prospects here, and for possibly $2,000,000 
more we could get enough reasonably good mares 
from the same sources to enable us to produce 
some 600 more foals with some prospect of class. 
Quite likely another Suburban starter might come 
from them. But if those who want increased pro- 
duction mean that American breeders ought to 
throw $3,000,000 into the kitty, the notion here 
is that they ought to say so. 

When cheap races at middle-class tracks have 
trouble drawing enough starters, then we aren’t 
producing enough horses. Until then, we’re mere- 
ly not producing enough good horses. The remedy 
for this, as far as there is a remedy, is careful 
testing of mares, careful culling, careful handling, 
not a numerical ‘increase.

Yearling Sales 
At Keeneland 


N the race tracks good horses were not for 

sale. If a man took twenty, thirty, or a hun- 
dred thousand dollars and went in search of a 
high-class horse, he came home empty-handed. 
Best evidence of the state of the market lay, not 
in such sales as were made, but in the offers re- 
fused. There were no ceilings on race horse 
prices, and they went ballooning. 

This week the frustrated bidders gathered in 
Lexington for the Breeders’ Sales Company’s four 
days and eight sessions of yearling auctions and 
turned themselves loose. Two sessions, those of 
Monday afternoon and night, had been finished 
when this issue of THE BLoopD-HORSE went to 
press, and it was already apparent that here was 
a horse market such as the country had never 
seen before. Among the more spectacular items 
which greeted the eyes and ears of tingling breed- 
ers at the first two sessions: 

@ Colts sold for $40,000, $25,000, and $20,000. 

@ Fillies sold for $22,000 and $16,000. 

@ An average of $5,382 for the first two ses- 
sions, as against $1,748 for the first two sessions 
of the Fasig-Tipton Company’s auctions at Keene- 
land in 1943. 

® Consignor averages of $9,313 for eight head 
(Leslie Combs II), $7,996 for 24 (Elmendorf 
Farm), and $7,800 for five (A. B. Gay). 

@ Seven yearlings sold for $10,000 or more, 
none for less than $1,000, only 13 (12 of them fil- 
lies) for less than $2,000. 

@® Sixty colts sold for $397,400, average $6,623; 
47 fillies for $178,500, average $3,798. 

It was more or less pointless to seek compari- 
sons in previous sales. In the last half of the 
1920’s buyers were quite as free with their dollars 
(which were better dollars then) in spending for 
high-priced horses, but it never occurred to them 
to put a $1,000 floor under their bids. 


Monday Afternoon, July 31 


HE first yearling in the ring, a Chance Play 

filly consigned by Mrs. R. H. Anderson, 
brought $1,000. There was only one other sale at 
as low a figure. 

Principal consignment was that of Peter A. B. 
Widener’s Elmendorf Farm, offering its yearlings 
at public auction for the first time. Twenty-four 
head averaged $7,996, probably the highest on 
record for a consignment of such size. (In 1927 
Phil T. Chinn sold 60 yearlings at Saratoga for 
an average of $7,772.) A colt by Bull Lea out of 
‘Jezebel If provoked a bidding duel between 
Maine Chance Farm (Mrs. Elizabeth Nightingale 
Graham, Elizabeth Arden) and Calumet Farm 
(Warren Wright), Calumet winning out at 
$40,000. A filly by *Sir Gallahad III out of Bol- 
ingbroke’s dam went for $22,000 to Leslie Combs 
II of Lexington, who represents Maine Chance 
Farm in most of its bidding. A War Admiral 
colt out of a daughter of Ormonda was bought by 
A. G. (Bob) Robertson for $20,000 for the ac- 
count of Mrs. Axsel Wichfeld, of Palm Beach.

WILLIAM B. MILLER 


ILLIAM BALDWIN MILLER, 76-year-old 

tire manufacturer and lifelong enthusiast 
for the various breeds of light horses, died at the 
Fifth Avenue Hospital in New York City Thurs- 
day night, July 27, and was buried from his resi- 
dence in nearby Greenwich, Conn., the following 
Saturday. His death came as a surprise to 
friends, who had not known of his illness. 

Mr. Miller’s first business success came in 
manufacturing bicycle tires, and when the bicycle 
declined in popularity he began to produce auto- 
mobile tires. He was a native of Mount Vernon, 
N. Y., and first set up the Diamond Rubber Com- 
pany in New England, later moving it to Akron 
when that Ohio city became the world’s tire- 
manufacturing capital. The Diamond company 
was merged with the Goodrich Tire and Rubber 
Company, of which Mr. Miller became a_ vice 
president. He founded the Norwalk Tire and 
Rubber Company at South Norwalk, Conn., in 
1912, and was a director of this organization at 
the time of his death. He had cut down his activi- 
ties in business in the 1930’s, but returned to his 
desk for daily service when the war came. 

He had an early interest in saddle and show 
horses, which he himself exhibited, and at the 
same time he was a breeder of Standardbreds 
(trotters). He was fond of driving in the mati- 
hee races which many years ago were popular 
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with horsemen at Lexington, Ky., and it was at 
these gatherings that he became a friend of young 
Hal Price Headley, who was then having a diffi- 
cult time holding a shaky grip on the bottom rung 
of the ladder of success. 

In 1913 racing was beginning to come back 
after its virtual extinction in the East. Price 
Headley could see the possibilities in breeding 
Thoroughbreds, but he had no capital. So he 
went to visit W. B. Miller and when he returned 
home he had a partner. They went to the dis- 
persal of the famous Castleton Stud in New York 
City in September, 1913, intent upon buying a 
stallion. Their $30,000 was not enough for Peter 
Pan, but the next day, with Frederick Johnson 
doing the bidding, they got Uncle for $38,000. 
(Johnson’s limit was $37,000, but as the hammer 
was about to fall with the bid against him he saw 
Mr. Miller signal him with an upraised finger to 
add one more thousand.) 

Mr. Headley traded a half-interest in the Beau- 
mont Farm mares to Mr. Miller for a_half- 
interest in Uncle, and three years later they sold 
$76,000 worth of Uncle yearlings at Saratoga. 
The partnership was soon dissolved because it 
was no longer necessary, but not before they had 
purchased Ultimus and put themselves in line for 
further successes. Mr. Miller, however, continued 
to keep his Thoroughbred mares at Beaumont 
until 1925 (he also had Standardbred mares until 
about 1918). 

After the dispersal of the old Nursery Stud he 
leased the farm which it had occupied and op- 
erated there, under the name of Greenwich Stud, 
until a few years ago, when he gave up his lease 
and sent his horses to Henry Knight’s Almahurst 
Farm. During most of the years he bred running 
horses he sold his stock in the yearling sales, but 
last year and this he sold his yearlings privately. 
This year’s crop was sold to Mr. Knight, and 
some of them are included in the Almahurst con- 
signment to the Meadow Brook sales. The mares 
and foals owned by Mr. Miller are at Almahurst. 

In the first crop of foals (1915) bred by Head- 
ley and Miller was the good stakes winner Motor 
Cop. In 1916 there were the stakes winners 
Auntie, Surf, War Spirit, and Uncle’s Lassie, the 
last-named later a noted broodmare, and in 1918 
Auntie May. 

Mr. Miller himself, aside from the partnership, 
bred many horses which exercised a strong influ- 
ence in American breeding. He bred, among 
many stakes winners, the magnificent Purchase, 
Infinite, Stimulus, Primrose, Golden Prince 
($154,000), Inlander, El Morocco, Heeltaps (also 
dam of Flying Heels), and Salacia (also dam of 
Sation). 

Mr. Miller is survived by his widow Mrs. Irene 
du Fault Miller; three daughters, Mrs. Gladys M. 
Fuller, of Akron, Mrs. Lysbeth Hotcraft, of 
Scarsdale, N. Y., and Mrs. Betty S. Kennard, of 
Minneapolis; a brother, Harry Miller; a sister, 
Mrs. Mary A. Mills; and five grandchildren.

Arlington Park Closes 


HE 36-day Arlington Park meeting, made up 

of 31 days belonging to the track and a five- 
day charity meeting to which each of the five 
Chicago tracks contributed one day, came to a 
close with the racing of July 29. It was the most 
successful meeting ever held in Chicago, betting 
for the 36 days running to $34,885,964, for a daily 
average of $969,054. This figure, in fact, is the 
highest ever reached by a track outside of New 
York, though it seems likely that the current 
meeting at Garden State Park will surpass it 
this year. 

The principal developments of the Arlington 
Park meeting were the 3-year-old filly Twilight 
Tear and the 2-year-old colt Free for All. Twi- 
light Tear, of course, was well along with her 
victorious course before the Arlington Park meet- 
ing, but it was there that she won her richest 
race, the Classic, and demonstrated most con- 
vincingly her superiority over the colts as well 
as the fillies in her division. Free for All, easily 
the best of the 2-year-olds in the area, has some 
claim to national honors as well, though perhaps 
no stronger one than is held by Pavot in the East. 
Among the juveniles, another principal winner 
of the meeting was Greentree Stable’s Expression, 
winner of the Arlington Lassie Stakes. The two 
$50,000 events for older horses were both snapped 
up by outsiders, the Stars and Stripes going to 
the Washington-bred Georgie Drum, the Arling- 
ton Handicap to the California-bred War Knight. 

Racing in Illinois now does not actually move, 
since the Arlington meeting was run off at Wash- 
ington Park, which gets its own 30-day venture 
under way. The Great Western Handicap, $10,- 
000 event for 3-year-olds and up at seven fur- 
longs, and the Princess Pat Stakes on August 
5 are the features of the first week. The Princess 
Pat, changed in this year’s renewal to a counter- 
part of the Arlington Lassie, has a value of $15,- 
000 added, and will gross between $35,000 and 
$40,000. There were 120 nominations on which 
the final payment was made, and among them 
are Blue Skimmer, Bertie S., Darby Dunedin, 
Robins Charm, War Date, Flyweight, and Bour- 
tai. Expression is not an eligible.

The outstanding strength of Calumet Farm this 
year has been its reserve power. Sun Again was 
the principal money-winner for the stable in the 
early season, and at about the time he went tem- 
porarily out of action, Pensive was ready to take 
over and add the Derby and Preakness Stakes to 
his owner’s winnings. Since the Preakness Pen- 
sive has failed to show his best form, but his last 
three defeats made no difference to the stable’s 
earnings, for ahead of him was the flying filly, 
Twilight Tear. Then in the Cleopatra, with Twi- 
light Tear not eligible, Miss Keeneland, after be- 
ing unplaced in all her previous starts this year, 
came on to land the winner’s share of the purse. 

Miss Keeneland, a very bad actor at the post,

began very slowly, trailing the field for more than 
half the distance. Thereafter she began moving 
forward on the outside, was about two lengths 
from the pace when the drive began. She had 
caught all but Doggone at the furlong-pole, but 
the latter was three lengths ahead. In the last 
eighth, however, Miss Keeneland wore the leader 
down, won by a half-length. Doggone was 15 
lengths ahead of Harriet Sue, which had stopped 
after being close for six furlongs.

The second of the rich Chicago handicaps, like 
the first, went to a product of the Pacific Coast. 
The first, the Stars and Stripes Handicap, was 
won by the Washington-bred Georgie Drum, and 
he paid for this victory by picking up eight extra 
pounds for the Arlington, carrying top weight of 
121 pounds. Pensive and two others were with- 
drawn, leaving a field of six to go to the post, with 
Georgie Drum a slight favorite. Rather over- 
looked was the California-bred War Knight, twice 
a stakes winner at Bay Meadows during the 
spring meeting, but beaten five consecutive times 
at Chicago. 

Daily Trouble took advantage of a moderate 
pace to steal a long lead, which at one time 
amounted to as much as six lengths, and he was 
still in front by this margin turning into the 
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stretch. War Knight, always well up, was in 
second place at this stage, and Georgie Drum was 
beginning to come out for the drive a little fur- 
ther back. At the furlong-pole it seemed that 
Daily Trouble might last it out, for though he 
was yielding ground he was still three lengths 
ahead. He failed badly in the last furlong, how- 
ever, and Georgie Drum and War Knight went 
past him, with War Knight holding off the Wash- 
ington-bred to win by a neck. Daily Trouble was 
two leneths farther back, and the rest of the field 
was badly strung out. 

War Knight is not a California-bred as the 
term is now defined by law in that State. His 
owner, Miss Ethel Hill, bought the broodmare 
Chosa privately from John B. Royston, of Lees- 
burg, Va., who had just purchased her for $575 
from Brookmeade Stable. Miss Hill took Chosa 
to California to drop her foal by High Quest, and 
War Knight is now considerably the most success- 
ful progeny of his sire. High Quest also has been 
disposed of; he was offered in the Lexington Fall 
Sales last year, after standing at a number of 
Kentucky farms. Largely because of his earlier 
reputation as a savage, High Quest brought only 
$150, went to Michigan’s racing commissioner W. 
J. Dowling, who now stands the horse in Michi- 
gan. (Douglas M. Davis, his last keeper in Ken- 
tucky, reported that his staff had found the horse 
very easy to handle.) 


War Knight, foaled on February 22, 1940, has 
started 28 times, won ten races, finished second 
six times, third four times, and has earned 
$71,360. His pedigree and family particulars ap- 
peared in THE BLoop-HorsE of May 13, page 697. 


NEW YORK 


Empire City Closes 


HE racing in New York, over the week-end, 

moved from Empire City to Saratoga, though 
in actual practice this meant from Jamaica to 
Belmont Park, since neither the Empire City nor 
the Saratoga meeting is operated this year on its 
home track. And both tracks can comfort them- 
selves, as immigrants sometimes do, that if things 
aren’t exactly like home, there is a great deal 
more money to be made. 

The first four of the New York meetings—one 
each for the regular metropolitan tracks—have 
now been completed, and the betting average at 
all of them has been over $2,000,000 daily. The 
highest, of course, is that at Belmont Park, where 
the daily average was $2,410,870. Aqueduct rank- 
ed next with $2,157,861, as far as actual figures 
are concerned, but the Empire City meeting which 
closed July 29 was actually the best supported. 
The daily average was $2,073,495, and this repre- 
sented betting on only seven races a day; the 
Aqueduct figure is based on seven flat races and a 
steeplechase. The total for the 24-day Empire 
City meeting was $49,763,894. 

The Butler Handicap, raised this year to $50,- 
000, was the closing-day feature, and it was won 
by the second choice First Fiddle, which has now 
won two $50,000 handicaps in ten days, the Massa- 
chusetts Handicap being the other. Two such 
rich victories close together have not been un- 
common for 3-year-olds, but it is only this season 
that such races in the handicap division have be- 
come as common as the rich 3-year-old events. 
The final program was an excellent one, with no 
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purse smaller than $3,000, and only two, for 2- 
year-olds, at that figure. 

On July 31 Saratoga opened its transplanted 
meeting at Belmont Park.

Partly as a con- 
sequence, he was returned to England after the 
1938 season, and died abroad in the spring of 
1940. Not actually the last of his get, but from 
his last crop of American foals, and the last of 
any account bred here, is First Fiddle, consider- 
ably the most successful he ever sired, as judged 
by earnings. 

The Greentree entry was made favorite for the 
Butler, and Stir Up went out to set the pace. For 
more than a mile he stayed in front, but in the 
stretch Alex Barth and First Fiddle began closing 
on him, the former prominently placed from the 
start, the latter coming from well back. Stir Up, 
which had held on well at the end of the Dwyer 
and Empire City Stakes, found himself not yet 
ready to stay with older horses, and he quit ab- 
ruptly, finishing fifth. Alex Barth and First Fid- 
dle went past him locked in a bitter struggle, and 
at the end First Fiddle got his nose in front. 
Alex Barth, holding on grimly, was a length and 
a half ahead of Wait A Bit, and Four Freedoms, 
making up a little ground at the end, was nearly 
three lengths farther back in fourth place. 


First Fiddle has now started 61 times, won 18 
races, finished second 11 times, third 15 times, 
and he has earned $176,190, a sum which places 
him in forty-first place among American money- 
winners. He has won the Grey Lag, Queens 
County, and Massachusetts Handicaps this year, 
and his earnings for the season are $120,105. His 
pedigree and family particulars appeared in THE 
BuLoop-HorsE of May 13, page 695. 


Off-the-Course Betting 


At a meeting of the New York State Associa- 
tion of Chiefs of Police at White Plains, N. Y., 
July 27, Police Chief M. I. Silverstein, of Mount 
Vernon, spoke in advocacy of off-the-course bet- 
ting on horse races. His speech came after a day 
of covert fumbling with the subject, a number of 
chiefs of police admitting they were reluctant to 
press the subject, because of fear of hometown 
officials and reformers. After the speech Chief 
W. A. Kruppenbacher, of Yonkers, offered a reso- 
lution endorsing the legalization of off-the-course 
betting, and it was seconded by Chief W. A. 
Kirchoff, of New Rochelle, passed without a dis- 
senting voice. 


Chief Silverstein presented a remarkable pic- 
ture. Political candidates who need money for 
campaign funds often get it from bookmakers, he 
said, and after election the defeated candidates 
shoo church leaders and reformers into crusades 
against illegal betting in retaliation. “And who 
gets blamed? It’s the chief of police, of course.” 
The enforcement of laws against off-the-course 
betting, the police chiefs agreed, could not be en- 
forced. The association did not advocate licens- 
ing any other misdemeanors, though of course 
any steps in this direction would also make police 
work easier. 

The Thoroughbred Racing Associations of the 
United States, made up of 33 of the major tracks, 
lost no time taking its stand against legalization 
of off-the-track betting. Said President Henry A. 
Parr: “The tracks realize that if off-course bet- 
ting were legalized additional revenue would ac- 
crue to them, but the preservation of the Thor- 
oughbred horse and Thoroughbred racing is of 
more importance. What price additional revenue 
if the days of racing are to be numbered?” 
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NEW JERSEY 


Garden State Park 


HE Saturday card at Garden State Park was 

not quite as well supported as some of the 
earlier Saturdays, partly because refunds total- 
ing about $91,000 had to be made. In the second 
race the favorite Marogay remained ignominious- 
ly locked in the number 9 stall of the starting 
gate when the field went away, and $33,949 bet 
on him in the race and the daily double had to 
be refunded. In the fourth race the number 4 
stall remained locked, imprisoning the 5-year-old 
Bingo Bridget, also a favorite, and a refund of 
$57,667 was necessary. Thereafter the starting 
gate was used with the gates open, pending an 
overhauling. 

But the matter of $91,000 means very little 
to a track which is being supported as is Garden 
State Park. The Saturday turnover nevertheless 
ran to $1,224,174, and for the week the betting 
averaged $1,106,968 daily, only one day dropping 
a little below $1,000,000. For the 19 days the 
track has operated, the betting total is $19,913,- 
773, a daily average of $1,048,093. In general, 
each week has been a little better than the one 
before it, and the average is more likely to in- 
crease than to go down during the remaining 31 
days of the meeting. 

The best race on Tuesday was a $2,000 purse 
for 2-year-olds, a preparation for the William 
Penn Stakes. The winner was Max Wexler’s 
Agate, by Agrarian, but he faded badly in the 
William Penn, finishing unplaced. On the Wed- 
nesday program Longchamps Farm’s Baby Dump- 
ling cut the track record for a mile and 70 yards 
to 1:42, winning a $2,500 allowance event in 
Grade C, and on the following day Mrs. M. E. 
Whitney’s Blue Cyprus, by Blue Larkspur, a 
stakes winner at the meeting, won a Class C 
sprint for $2,500. The Saturday card, in addi- 
tion to the William Penn Stakes, included a $3,500 
purse for 3-year-olds and up at six furlongs under 
allowance conditions, and this was won by Mrs. 
R. H. Heighe’s Adroit, by *Aethelstan II.

Naturally American breeders have tried to buy 
the outstanding English stallion Hyperion, three 
times leading sire there, but the best they got was 
the statement that if England were reduced to 
ashes, Hyperion would not leave its shores. So 
Hyperion’s sons were next in demand, and one of 
the first of these to be brought to America was 
*Heliopolis, which Coldstream Stud imported in 
the fall of 1940. He arrived somewhat out of con- 
dition because of a three-week sea voyage, was 
tried briefly and unsuccessfully in training, and 
was given a scanty book late in the 1941 breeding 
season, got a total of three foals in 1942. Two of 
these have won, and the first winner became also 
the first stakes winner on July 29, when Alexis 
got down in front, after a long hard drive, to win 
the William Penn. 

The entry of Frere Jacques and Sole Parate, 
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the latter a stakes winner at Jamaica, was made 
the favorite, but it made none of the running. 
Ellis held the lead at first, and it was then taken 
over by the Agrarian gelding Agate, which had 
beaten Alexis at Delaware Park. In the stretch 
Alexis and Bill Corum, both close to the pace from 
the beginning, bore down on Agate with more 
than the leader could stand, went past him in a 
duel which carried them well clear of the field. 
The lead changed several times in the last fur- 
long, but at the finish Alexis was winner by a 
nose. Freddie’s Pal was nearly three lengths 
back in third place, with Agate dropping to 
fourth.

11, 1942, but even so was the first of the three 
*Heliopolis foals of that spring. At the Meadow 
Brook sale last year he was sold to Christiana 
Stable for $8,100 (exactly the amount of first 
money in the William Penn), considerably the 
highest price paid for any of the *Heliopolis year- 
lings. He has started eight times, won three 
races, finished second twice, third twice, and has 
earned $12,462.

NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Rockingham Park 


HE first day of the Rockingham Park meet- 

ing, on which betting rose to the record 
opening-day figure of $434,443, indicated a pros- 
pect for prosperity which the rest of the week 
bore out. On only one occasion did the day’s 
total fall below $400,000, and on the Saturday a 
crowd of about $15,000 was present, and bet- 
ting went to the amazing figure of $705,184. For 
the first week, the total wagering was $2,867,976, 
making a daily average of $477,996. 

The best event on the Saturday card was the 
Raceland Handicap, a $5,000 added event won 
by C, Rufi’s Mintlock, the betting favorite. A 
$2,000 overnight event supporting this was won 
narrowly by White Star Stable’s Dinner Party, 
a 4-year-old gelding by Cavaleade—Eight 
O’Clock. Four allowance races were also schedul- 
ed, though three of them were restricted to horses 
which had been running in claiming races. The 


exception was a $1,700 event for 2-year-olds, won 
easily from start to finish by Mrs. Weston W. 
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Adams’ Kewey Dee, by Okapi, a stakes winner 
at the recent Suffolk Downs meeting. 

A race for horses which had been racing to be 
claimed for $5,000 or less filled so well it split 
into two divisions, the winners being Mrs. W. W. 
Snyder’s Cream, by Milkman, and P. T. Catalno’s 
Zacabrand, by Zacaweista, both 4-year-olds.

Johnny 
Jr., brother to the high-class sprinter Omission, 
ran evenly to be a fair third. 

Mintlock, winner of the Tomasello Memorial 
and Plymouth Rock Handicaps this year, has 
started 53 times, won 17 races, finished second six 
times, third eight times, and has earned $30,212. 
His pedigree and family particulars appeared in 
THE BLoop-HorseE of June 10, page 789. He did 
not race at two.

Death of D. B. Knox 


On July 31 Dr. David Bennett Knox, prominent 
Scott County (Ky.) surgeon and a breeder of 
Thoroughbreds for approximately twenty years, 
died at his home a few miles from Georgetown, 
after an illness of about a year. He practiced 
medicine and surgery in Scott County for fifty 
years, though a few years before his illness he 
had partly retired from practice. He was a 
graduate of the Louisville School of Medicine, and 
had done post-graduate work at the Mayo Broth- 
ers clinic and elsewhere. He was an active influ- 
ence in establishment of the John Graves Ford 
Hospital in Georgetown. 

At his Elkcrest Farm, near Georgetown, he 
maintained a small band of broodmares, seldom 
numbering as many as ten, and the foals he pro- 
duced were chiefly intended for the yearling mar- 
kets, though he also raced a number of them 
under his own colors. Moronge, winner of the 
Sporting Plate at the United Hunts meeting in 
1930, the Cuban Juvenile Stakes winner Lucille 
K., and Wise Bessa, winner of the Clipsetta 
Stakes and Latonia Oaks, were his major suc- 
cesses, though he also raised a number of useful 
horses. 

He is survived by his widow and one son, Capt. 
David B. Knox, now with the U. S. Army in India. 
Captain Knox had also been drawn into Thor- 
oughbred breeding through his father, and is the 
official breeder of Big Flash, winner of the Holly- 
wood Derby and Del Mar Handicap of 1940.

_ BLoop-HorsE regrets the fact that various 
conditions, including the nearness of the East- 
ern sale dates to those in Kentucky, made it all 
but impossible for the staff to attempt personal 
inspection of the consignments in the East, a cus- 
tom which in the past has been a pleasure for our 
writers, at least, if not for our readers.

We have a special recollection of one very good 
colt. Last year the writer, after inspecting the 
yearling cro pat Mrs. George L. Harrison’s Blue 
Ridge Stud, at Upperville, Va., climbed a fence 
with Manager Bruce Dusenberry to have a look 
at a suckling which he pointed out.

He was, at the time, a 
colt of extreme promise, built on the brief and 
powerful lines of his sire, and reports from Vir- 
ginia this year suggest that he will be among the 
most sought after offerings of the season. 

From Neil Newman we have received a blanket 
endorsement of six yearlings offered by R. B. 
Strassburger and raised at his Normandy Farm 
in Montgomery County, Pennsylvania. “I have 
looked them over and they are good ones,” he re- 
ports. They are mostly from mares bred at Mr. 
Strassburger’s very successful Haras des Mon- 
ceaux in France.

Almahurst Farm 


HE only major Kentucky consignment to go to 

the Meadow Brook sales this year is that of 
Henry H. Knight’s Almahurst Farm in Jessamine 
County. It includes 16 yearlings, carefully hand- 
picked from the scores of yearlings which have 
passed into, or through, the hands of the most 
up-and-doing of the country’s traders in Thor- 
oughbreds. They appear likely to provide one of 
the best sales of the year. 

Among the ten colts the most spectacular ex- 
hibit is the chestnut son of *Sickle and Laughing 
Queen, sister to Pompey and winner of the Selima 
Stakes. Though not especially tall, he is big in 
every way, in body, bone, and joints, weighing 
perhaps a thousand pounds. But he is also smart, 
smoothly finished, flashy, and stylish—classy, I 
suppose, is the one word to make a long story 
short. He has an excellent head and neck, high 
withers, higher rump, short back, deep heart and 
barrel, extremely muscled forearms and quarters, 
and a proper set of legs and feet. He has a rich 
chestnut coat unmarked with white. 

A top individual is the colt by Stimulus out of 
the good-class Cross Keys; he is a rich red bay 
which approaches chestnut. He is handsome and 
substantial, fairly fine in quality—one of the best 
of many good sons of Stimulus I have seen in re- 
cent years. The Ladysman—Grey Shot colt, an- 
other of the tops, is flashy and handsome, resem- 
bling his sire except that he is the most substan- 
tial Ladysman yearling I can remember. Of the 
three good colts by Reaping Reward the most 
searty perfect individual seems to be the one from 
osara. 
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Among the six fillies the stars may be the 
daughters of Blue Larkspur—Conquest and Menow 
—Mary Terry. The first is a good-bodied, long- 
legged filly, typical of her extremely popular sire. 
The Menow filly is rangy and racy, fairly fine, 
and lighter in build, I believe, than her high-class 
dam was. I’m not at all sure, however, that 
either of them outlooks, or will outsell, the daugh- 
ter of Stagehand and Fire Sticky’s dam Almawyn. 
Stagehand is getting many of the most promising 
horses, and this is a good sample. A. E.

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FLORIDA 


Dates for Three Tracks 


LORIDA, which has two active race tracks, a 

few dead ones, and one whose mortality has 
been a matter of debate, got six applications for 
racing dates for the winter of 1944-1945. Three 
of these, from Jacksonville, Tampa, and Daytona 
Beach, were not taken too seriously, and were re- 
fused. The Jacksonville application was not in 
proper form, the Tampa one was not filed before 
the July 1 deadline, and the Daytona organization 
has no track, no sane hope of getting one built 
during wartime. 

But Gulfstream Park succeeded in getting back 
among the living. The track was built in time for 
the 1939 season, got dates under a court order 
after the State Racing Commission had refused 
them. It ran for four days and collapsed, failing 
miserably to stand competition from Hialeah 
Park. There had been no precaution taken to 
see that the track was financially responsible to 
horsemen, and most of the purses earned during 
the four days were never paid; the track went 
into bankruptcy with liabilities of about $600,000. 
Recently the plant was purchased by a group 
headed by James Donn, of Miami, for a cash pay- 
ment of $100,000 and assumption of all liabilities. 
The Gulf Stream application was for a meeting 
from March 5 to April 10, a total of 40 days. 
Tropical and Hialeah Parks applied for their 
usual dates. 

On July 28 the commission awarded 40 days of 
racing to each of the three tracks, taking up the 
maximum of 120 days legally permissible in Flor- 
ida. Gulfstream will open and close the season, 
Tropical Park will follow the first Gulfstream 
meeting and precede the last, and Hialeah Park 
as usual will have the middle of the season. Last 
year Tropical and Hialeah Parks had 50 days 
each, must give up 10 each this season. 

The date schedule is not necessarily final, for 
Tropical Park officials had said, before the com- 
mission acted, that if Gulfstream Park were 
granted dates, the Tropical application would be 
withdrawn, and the track would ask for a 40-day 
meeting opening after Hialeah Park closed. But 
as released by the commission, the dates are:

For the 1943-1944 winter season, Florida re- 
ceived a total of about $5,900,000 from racing at 
Tropical and Hialeah Parks. The present sched- 
ule calls for 20 more days of racing, but officials 
of Tropical Park and Hialeah Park doubted if 
revenue would be increased, since the better 
known and better located tracks would have 
shorter seasons.

HE Eastern section of the sundered Saratoga 

yearling sales will be held, under the auspices 
of the Fasig-Tipton Company, at the Meadow 
Brook Club, Westbury, Long Island, on the morn- 
ings of Tuesday and Wednesday, August 8 and 9. 
In the two catalogues are listed a total of 131 
yearlings, three fewer than were catalogued for 
the corresponding sale last September. 

The subjoined list arranges the yearlings ac- 
cording to their sires, for the convenience of pros- 
pective bidders. The stallion most frequently 
represented is *Easton, a top-class performer in 
England, France, and Belgium, now standing at 
Meadowview Farms in New Jersey; he has 14 
head in the sale, or more than 10 per cent of the 
whole. Hop Creek Farms’ Jack High, also stand- 
ing in New Jersey, has seven head. 

The Meadow Brook catalogue of last year was 
unusual in that 59 per cent of the yearlings in- 
cluded were fillies, despite which fact the Meadow 
Brook average was slightly greater than that at 
Keeneland. This year the distribution by sex is 
closer to the old Saratoga normal; there are 74 
colts (56.5 per cent), 57 fillies. 

Last year 130 yearlings were actually sold at 
Meadow Brook. They brought $393,650, average 
$3,028, the top price being $33,000 for a colt by 
Stimulus—Heloise (Baron Jack).

Australia's Divisions 


Editor, THE BLoop-HorsE: 

Am in receipt of my latest copy of THE BLOoop- 
HorsE (May 20) and notice the old editorial on 
the front to wit: claiming races. Everyone seems 
agin ’em—but no one knows what to do about ’em. 

Well, I’m not really familiar with the system 
in Australia, but I have a pretty fair idea of how 
it works, and it works about like this. 

The races in the country are divided into divi- 
sions of which there are about seven or eight. The 
top horses are 1st Divisioners and so on down, 
with the 8th Div. at about $1,000 claimer class. 
All the stakes and top handicap horses would be 
lst Div. There are also Trials, Novices, ete. It 
works about like this: 

A 2-year-old comes out in the usual handicaps 
and stakes for 2-year-olds. When he steps up with 
older horses (if he’s still a 2-year-old) he usually 
starts at bottom weight (98 lbs.) in a 3rd or 4th 
Div., depending on his racing record. He can win 
any division as a 2-year-old, but of course it’s 
sort of pitting him a bit high. If he wins his 4th 
Div. he picks up weight in the same division (not 
necessarily top weight), and if he should win 
again he is automatically in the 3rd Div. at bot- 
tom weight, and it goes on like that forever. If 
he gets beaten with bottom weight in a 4th Div. 
a few times he is dropped a division and starts 
a 5th Div. with a fair package.

It’s a very fair way to race horses. I’ve watched 
it in operation, and while the handicapper seems 
to take his time about dropping a horse a division 
(it helps stop the fast boys looking for a soft 
spot) he is damn quick about raising one. 

In my own estimation this would be a good sys- 
tem for American racing, but I would remodel 
it a bit. I would transfer the horses from claim- 
ers to divisions about like this: 


1st Division Top handicap and stakes horses 


2nd Grades B and C 
3rd 6 Grades D and E 
4th $5,000 to $6,000 
5th ” $3,500 to $4,500 
6th 4 $2,500 to $3,000 
Tth $1,500 to $2,000 
8th * $1,000 to $1,350 


Into the races I would write conditions that 
claims could be lodged, but only put through with 
the consent of the owner. If a man wants to sell 
a horse, let him; but if he wants to race him and 
keep him, well, why not let him? 

There would have to be some sort of standard 
practice, such as if a horse wins, say, a couple 
of races in good style, he’d have to be upped a 
notch, and if he was steadily losing at low weights 
he’d have to be dropped. 

This system (without the claimer part) works 
well enough over here, and as long as no one 
wants to put forth any semblance of a plan— 
well, it’s working, that’s all I can say. Cheerio.
